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WAR BETWEEN THE RACES. 


A Riot in Arkansas in Which Several Por- 
sons are Killed. 

LatrLe Rock, August 26:—Lonoke county, 
just east of here, is the scene of a war between 
the whites and blacks which, from present 
appearances, will not stop until the govern- 
ment sends state militia. The most intense 


excitement prevails throughout the county. | 


This morning Clarence Chapman, one of the 
largest plantation owners, was waited on by a 
number of black cotton pickers, who demanded 
double wages for last week's work on account 
of rainy weather. Mr. Chapman adhered to 
the contract, when they shot him dead. His 
wife and mother, who rushed to the scene of 
the tragedy, were then riddled with bullets. 
Several whites who live in the neighborhood, 
hearing of the shooting during the forenoon, 
armed themsélves and started out to investi- 
gate. When within about a half a mile of Chap- 
man’s house they were 

HALTED BY ABOUT TWENTY ARMED NEGROKS, 
who opened a fusilade. Two of the whites 
were probably fataliy shot and one badly 
wounded. Four of the blacks were shot 
down. This evening a large meeting of whites 
collected and arrested about a dozen negroes, 
who were lodged in jail. 

Since 3 o’clock over one hundred armed ne- 
groes have arrived at Clear Lake, the place 
where. the prisoners are confined, and more 
are constantly coming. They are very boister- 
ous and say they will rescue their friends to- 
night, come what may. Probably fifty white 
men are determined to resist the mob. They 
have the advantage of good position, being in 
houses. Moreover, the prisoners are all chained 
to posts in the yard, and have been told if any 
attempt is made to rescue them 

THEY WILL BE SHOT AT ONCE. 

The report is current that a convict farm, 
eight miles south of Clear Lake, has been at- 
tacked by a band of thirty armed blacks, who 
murdered Mr. Williams, the lessee, and re- 
leased the prisoners. Chapman’s farm build- 
ings, as well as those of several other whites, 
were burned this evening. Sheriff Hicks, of 
Lonoke, has been notified and is en route to 
the scene of the disturbance with a strong 
posse. 


FOR PREACHING ON BOSTON COMMON, 
Parson Davis Goes to Jail Rather Than Pay a 
Fine of 850. 

Boston, August 26.—The Rev. W. F. Davis 
vas again arraigned in the municipal court 
today, charged with preaching on the common 
last Sunday without a license. He read from 
the statutes passages which he considered jus- 
tified his action, and then said: 

‘‘l regard it as my duty as a minister of the 
Lord Jesus Christ to preach the Gospel at any 
place where the people will gather. This law 
I regard as a breach of the peace.” 

The Judge—We havea judiciary in this state 
to interpret laws, and it has decided upon this 
one. You know well that liberty is not unre- 
strained feeling. There must be laws made to 
govern or we should not have any peace. The 
law in question is considered a highly proper 
provision, and any proper person can, by going 
to the city hall, procure a license for any proper 
purpose. ‘This is not the first time you have 
been here, to my certain Knowledge, and it 
seems to me to be adefiance. The maximum 
penalty is $50, which is here imposed. 

The Defendant—I prefer to be committed. I 


‘do not propose to keep troubling gentlemen to 


become my bond for trial to the superior court 
when cases are sent up there time after time 
and are never called because the city fails to 
appear.

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GLADSTONE’S MOTION 
Defeated by Only Sixty-Six 
Majority. 


THE LEAUGUE’S WORKINGS DEBATED 


Mr. 


Goschen Defends the Government 
in a Lengthy Speech—Other 
Speakers—News, Etc. 


Lonpon August 26.—In an interview with 
@ representative of the press to-day, Mr. 
Gladstone, in reply to the question as to wheth- 
er he expected to beat the government to-night, 
said ; 

“No, we can’t expect to do that, but the 
fact that a year ago, the government majority 
was 110, while now the most sanguine consér- 
vatives only anticipate a majority of sixty on 
proclaiming the league, shows what a tremen- 
dous change has come over the. face of the 
country. The change is coming more rapidly 
than many people imagine, and in. fact quite 
fast enough.”’ 

The government has issued a whip which 
especially and earnestly requests the attend- 
ance of all its supporters at the session of the 
house of commons tonight to vote upon Mr. 
Gladstone’s motion regarding the preelama- 
tion of the National league. 

Tn the house of commons today Sir George 
Trevelyan, one of the late. Gladstonite recruits, 
resumed the debate on Mr. Gladstone’s motion 
for an address to the queen praying for a milli- 
fication of the governments proclainiing of the 
Irish National league. He said the late gov- 
ernment did not ask the house of commons to 
»ass their Irish crimes bill on hearsay, but they 

yased their demands on parliamentary returns 
of grave outrages. ‘There had been committed 
7,788 outrages during the previous year and 26 
agrarian and political murders during the first 
half of the year. Sir George contended that 
the house should have tabulated statistics of 
crime in Lreland and that tomention one crime 
here and another crime there was not 
sufficient to justify such action as the govern- 
ment were now taking against thé whole Irish 
people. He denied that the general operations 
of the Irish National] league increased crime in 
Ireland, or led to the general non-payment of 
rent. 

The league existed everywhere in Ireland, 
and everywhere agrarian erime was infinites- 
simal. Where landlords in Ireland made re- 
ductions like those made by landlords in Great 
Britain, they got theirrents as easily as the 
English landlords. As chief secretary, under 
the late government, if was with the resolu- 
tion to wage war against crime and against 
that only, and he maintained that policy on 
the whole. 

‘tet the house understand,” he continued, 
‘‘that if the proclamation of the league is sanc- 
tioned, every Lrishman belonging to the league 
who will not leave it at the command of the 
government will be liable to be punished as a 
common criminal, and that liability will not 
depend on any judicial proceeding worthy of 
the name.” 

In conclusion, he complained that the state- 
ments made by Mr. Balfour, chief secretary 
for Ireland, and only given out last night, left 
no time for the examination of their character. 
Mr. Balfour had presented a series of alleged 
facts in justification of the government’s ac- 
tion. These allegations the house should haye 
a chance tocorroborate or refute before coming 
to a decision. 

The objects of the existing league, said the 
speaker, were the same and its aims had not 
been changed. Abudant evidence had already 
been adduced as to the evil workings of the 
league. The government would now try the 
experiment whether the suppression of league 
meetings would not lessen intimidation. 
[Lrish cheers.] They were told this would be 
the death struggle. Either the league or the 
rovernment would go down. [Irish cheering. | 

fe did not fear for the result. The govern- 
ment would be supported by the consciousness 
that they had done their duty. 

Mr. Harrington, nationalist, said that as one 
largely responsible for the league he desired to 
reply to the caiumnies that had been hurled at 
its Shasnoten. He read letters from branches 
of the league condemning the practices: which 
the government declared the league promoted. 
The league repudiated every form of outrage. 
The league would go on doing whatit had done 
in spite of proclamations, which had no terrors 
for the Irish people. [Chcers.] 

Mr. MaCartney declared that a large major- 
ity of the people were heartily sick of the 
league policy. le said that the proclamation 
was necessary, because the league would never 
attain its primary objects by constitutional 
means. 

Mr. William Redmond accused the Orange 
society of worse intimidation than was ever 
charged to the league, which was a genine 
national association. Under certam circum- 
stances, he said, boycotting was justifiable and 
necessary. [Cheers from ministeral benches. | 

Lord Hartington said he did not think the 
speech of Mr. Redmond would influence the 
house in favor of the constitutional and legiti- 
mate characters of the league. He doubted 
whether if Sir George O. Trevelyan’s views 
upon the crimes act had been known in Brigh- 
ton he would have got the support of the 
Irish electors. [Laughter.] Sir George did 
not dwell on the object or the tyranny of the 
league or the ruin and loss it caused; nor did 
he enterupon the question whether Lord Sal- 
isbury and Earl Spencer were justified in the 
policies they adopted. The question for the 
present discussion was whether the previous 
policy which had been so successful should be 
followed bythe present government. If the 
tyranny of the league became more ranrpant 
and more organized now as far as the 
action of association was wholly political, it 
could not be condemned; but if the action of 
an association destroyed the liberty of the peo- 

syle and subverted order and good government, 
it did not matter what the supposed motives 
of the association were. It was enough that 
its action was hostile to social order. Siig ai) 

Sir Rh. E. Webster, attorney general, hel 
that the reason there were not more convic- 
tions of crime in Ireland was simply beause of 
terror of the league.

Sir William affected to treat with 
circumstantial evidence, written by official 
chroniclers, of the league’s proceedings. 
[Cheers.] Goschen argued that the league was 
the outcome of the growth of the land league 
which the liberals had proelaimed. Its system 
was acknowledged in its earliest days as likely 
to supersede the necessity of overt acts of out- 
rage, and how the absence of outrages was 
pointed out as ground for refusing to sanction 
the proclamation. There was nothing in any 
country of the world that could equal this fear- 
ful system of espionage carried on under the 
auspices of the bares. 

Mr. Dillon—I utterly deny that a system of 
espionage is carried on by the league. [Irish 
cheers. 

Mr. Gosehen—Then I should like to know 
how everything happened to be brought to the 
knowledgé¢ of the local branches of the league. 
It is not surprising that the government 
is unable to sever the connection of 
the league with an outrage when large bodies 
of men are able to commit outrages and leave 
no clue to their identity. There is strong 
ground to suspect that. the powerful organiza- 
tion is behind them. [Cries of ‘‘oh!’’] Is it 
because the league punishment is more severe 
than that of the law, that the law 
has no terror for people? The _ gov- 
ernment must strike at the courts 
rather than at tools and instruments that ex- 
ecute their devices. It was not the govern- 
ment, but the league that invented new 
crimes. Under its code, friendliness, misery, 
forgiveness, and all Christian virtues are 
orimes. 

The house had already decided that intimi- 
dation prevailed, preventing persons from pur- 
suing their lawful occupations. It was notthe 
duty of the government to lay before parlia- 
ment the information desired by the opposi- 
tion. The crimes act was more apart of the 
law. Action was taken by the government as 
the executive. It was not necessary to pro- 
duce evidence in support of executive acts. He 
contradicted the reports that he had disagreed 
with the government upon the step proposed. 
He belioved that the league’s aim was spoila- 
tion and injustice, and thatits methods were 
in defiance of the law. [Cheers.’’] 

Mr. Healy, who ended the debate, counseled 
the Irish people to have confidence in the good 
intention of the English people, and to wait 
patiently, abstaining from violence. 

Mr. Gladstone’s resolution was negatived,

The Demand of the German Cgtholics—Com- 
ment of the Catholic Advocate. 

LOUISVILLE, August 26.—The Lllinois Staats 
Zeitung in urging attendance upon the Ger- 
man Catholic convention at Chicago, recently 
attacked the Catholic Advocate, of this city.

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BISHOP ELLIOTT DEAD. | 


The Late Rector of St. Philip’s 
Dies in Sewanee. 


HIS PASTORATE IN THIS CITY. 


Elected to the Bishopric of Western Texas— 
A Vigorous Laborer for the 
Lord—The Bishop's Death. 


NASHVILLE, August 26.—Rt. Rev. R. W. B. 
Elliott, Episcopal bishop of the diocese of 
Western Texas, died today at Sewanee, Tenn. 


Bishop Elliott.was the son of Bishop Stephen 
Elliott, one of the pioneer bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal church in the United 
States and the first bishop ef Georgia. For 
about three years the son yas rector of St. 
Phillip’s church, in this city. 

When a mere stripling he entered the con- 
federate army and went immediately into 
active service. In oneof thelate battles of 
the war he was badly wounded in the head. 
The wound gave him much trouble, and to 
the day of his death he suffered from it. His 
friends feeling that he could not bear the 
mental strain of regular pastoral duties where 
he was required to preach two sermons'a day, 
put their heads together to find for him a 
sition which would not be so trying and which 
would not demand such mental exertion. 
The suggestion was made that he be elevated 
to a bishopric. 

When it was decided, in 1874, that the dio- 
cese of Texas should be divided in order to 
relieve the great burden resting on the 
shoulders of Bishop Gregg, Rev. hobert W. 
B. Elliott was elected to take the missionary 
diocese of western Texas. It was with great 
pain that the congregation of St. Phillip heard 
of his promotion, for that meant his separation 
from them. On the fifteenth of November, 
1874, St. Phillip’s was thronged with a dis'in- 
guished audience to witness the consecration of 
the young churchman. The new bishop lost no 
time in visiting his large and distant jurisdic- 
tion to make himself acquainted with its con- 
dition and needs and to minister at the points 
where his presence was most needed. His 
first service was at Luling, December 20, 1874, 
where he officiated in a passenger car, which 
was kindly lent for the ,occasion, and which 
was well calculated to suggest to him at the 
outset of his episcopal career new ideas of 
the nature of the work to which he had now 
devoted himself. 

He soon gave evidence that the general con- 
vention had made no mistake in appointing 
him to that untried field. With his advent 
began a new era of growth forthe church in 
western Texas, the signs of which are seen in 
every part of that jurisdiction. New 
churches, schools, hospitals, ete., attest 
to the vigor with which he prosecuted his 
work. One of the greatest services which 
Bishop Elliott rendered western Texas was 
the raising of funds and securing of efficient 
clergymen from abroad to work up that field. 
The bishop's residence was in San Antonio, 
the chief city of the district. 

Bishop Elliott died at the home of his aged 
mother at Sewanee, Tenn. He was about 
forty years of age. His mother and two broth- 
erssurvive him, Dr. Elliott, of New Orleans, 
and Mr. Habersham Elliott, whose wife was 
Miss Lizzie Thompson, of this city,and who 
now resides near Savannah.

The Examination of Steam Handlers. 

The provisions of the bill introduced in the 
house yesterday by Mr. Bray are as follows: 

Section one provides that the board of county 
commissioners of Fulton county shall be em- 

wered to appoint or elect a board consist- 

g of three practical stationary engineers to 
be known as the board of examiners of station- 
ary engineers, forthe purpose of examining 
and licensing, when.qualified, all persons en- 
gaged in running stationary engines or boilers 
undcr steam pressure.

D. H. Shannon, of Line Creek district, was 
in the city yesterday, and informed us that 125 
coons had been caught by one party in his sec- 
tion during the past season. The last, three 
that were caught were found in one tree, from 
which tree enough honey was taken to supply 
thirteen men. 

Mr. Rose, the watchman at the Georgia de- 
pot in Athens, has a fine yard dog that assists 
him in ouarding the depot, and is very valua- 
ble. This dog got one of his legs cut off by the

York to consider the adoption of a uniform 


system of extraditing criminals from one 


ington during the next session of congress, 


~ By that time the committee appointed to 


draft some bill that will provide a remedy 


for existing difficulties will be ready to re- 
port, and a general extradition law will 
probably be passed without further delay. 

The warrant to congress for such legisla- 
tion is contained in section 2 of article 4 of 
the federal constitution, which provides that 
‘“‘a person charged in any state with treason, 
felony, or other crime, who shall flee from 
justice and be found in another state, shall, 
on demand of the executive authority of the 
state from which he has fled, be delivered 
up to be removed to the state having juris- 
diction of the crime.’’ 

The trouble between the state authorities 
in cases of extradition has arisen mainly 
from some limitations of local laws, and 
from the various methods of procedure. 

Occasionally there have been instances of 
executive stubbornness and disregard of the 
rights of another state under the constitu- 
tion of the United States, but such abuses of 
* authority have been rare. 

It iswell that the way to speedy and 
regular interstate extradition is to be made 
clear by congressional enactment. There 
can then be no mistake, and a bull-headed 
governor cannot retard or prevent the ad- 
ministration of justice.

Storms of the Season. 

The cyclone now traveling northward 
along the south Atlantic coast will doubt- 
less do less damage than it would have done 
if it had gone westward from Cuba into the 
gulf of Mexico. 

During August, September and even Oc- 
tober, these West Indian cyclones some- 
times tear up everything for thousands of 
miles. Last year they damaged property to 
the extent of $5,000,000 on the Texas coast, 
and drowned forty persons. Sometimes they 
roll tidal waves over the coast of Louisiana, 
and destroy towns and plantations. 

When, as in the present instance, the 
storm skips the gulf of Mexico and wheels 
into the Atlantic, it generally smashes 
things on the coasts of Georgia and the 
Carolinas, or follows the course of the gulf 
stream to Europe. : 

The present cyclone, if the signal officers 
are not mistaken, has already booked itself 
for Europe. This is encouraging; but it 
will be two months at least before the West 
Indian cyclone factory will suspend busi- 
ness for the winter, Fortunately nothing 
unusual is predicted by the weather men, 
and the worst of it may be over, so far as 
this region is concerned.

8. Toenact and enforce such laws as will tend to 
eradicate intemperance. 

9. To develop the resources of the country bya 
wise system of internal improvements. 

10. To protect and promote the American system 
of free common schools. 

11. To adjust the relations between labor and 
capital on a permanent basis of equity and justice.

These 
gentlemen propose to abolish poverty, thus 
making a simpler, but perhaps a more 
tempting, bid for the average vote than all 
the eleven propositions of the American 
party put together. 

It is just to Mr. George and Dr. McGlynn 
to say that. the chances of the success of 
their enterprise are about equal to those of 
the party to be organized at Philadelphia 
next month. The intentions of these plat- 
form-makers are good. They are doubtless 
stirred with an ambition to avert the dan- 
gers which they believe to be threatening 
the government. : 

We may believe that Mr. George and Dr. 
McGlynn are honest in their crusade against 
poverty. They would be delighted if they 
could make everybody rich. Real reforms 
are not worth the promulgation of glittering 
promises. Practical benefits are not secured 
by the pursuit of Arcadian theories. We 
cannot have everything we want. It is bet- 
ter to apply our strength to tasks which we 
can accomplish than to dissipate it in wild 
and futile undertakings. 


A Sad View of the South. 

‘The editor of the Springfield Republican 

is an authority on everything connected 
pith the south. As a matter of fact, he 
knows more about this section and its peo- 
ple than those who, so to speak, are on the 
spotand have been there all their lives. 
Knowing so much about the south, by in- 
stinct, as it were, this able editor is natur- 
ally interested in our situation and probable 
fate. . 
“The friends of the south,” he kindly 
remarks, “look to the young men for regen- 
eration, and yet the situation is complicated 
by a peculiarly unfortunate circumstance.” 
The able editorthen placidly relates the 
circumstance. ‘‘A southern boy that was 
six years old in 1860, was allowed to run 
the streets, boss the slaves and do anything 
but study,’’ 

Here was indeed a pretty howdy-do. If 
we were not sure that the able editor of the 
Republican is not more familiar with mat- 
ters and things in the south than those who 
live here, we would timidly suggest that 
there were precious few streets on the plan- 


tations, and comparatively few in 
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the towns. 


moreover, if. we may be permitted to do so, 
that southern boys six years of age never 
thought of bossing slaves. 

To this we might add the fact that the 
old system of education was much more per- 
fect and thorough before and during the war 
than itis now. The schools were private 
schools, it is true, but there was not a child 
so poor that it might not be educated by the 
county. In this way education was much 
more general among the whites in Georgia 
than it is today—and the schools themselves 
were more efficient than the schools of to- 
day. 

The editor of the Republican was not on 
the ground in 1860, but he gained his 
knowledge of the status of the six year old 
boy in a very cunning way. He shall be 

-permitted to describe it himself. ‘“‘If one 
would understand the full application of 
this fact, let him run over the lists of the 
southern legislatures and note the ages of 
the members that make the most trouble.”’ 

The editor of the Republican leaves his 
readers to infer that the members of the 
southern legislatures ‘‘who make the most 
trouble” are uneducated men, for he makes 
this sweeping remark: ‘“‘It can be stated as 
a general proposition that the southern-born 
men in the prime of life in the south today 
—that is, from 30 to 35 or 38—are unedu- 
cated.”’ Certainly it can be stated as a 
‘‘general proposition,’’? but any other false 
and foolish statement can be put in the 
same way. A falsehood is as convenient 
for ‘‘a general proposition’’e as the truth, 
and the inimitable editor of the Springfield 
Republican, having discovered this fact, is 
working it for all it is worth. 

It is to be supposed that he would regard 
the author of the Glenn bill as uneducated, 
considering that he is supposed to have 
made a good deal of trouble; but Mr. Glenn 
reads the literatures of three or four tongues 
in the original, and, in New England, he 
certainly would not be described as unedu- 
cated.

TRADE FORK THE WEEK. 


Review of R. G. Dun & Co.—The Upward 
Tendency of Prices. 


New Yorn, August 26.—The tendency of 
prices during the past week has been upward for 
most products, and the state of business is rather 
better, but there is still mnch hesitation and irregu- 
larity. The money market, for speculative uses, is 
made easier by gold imports and treasury purchases 
of bonds, but much mercantile paper is discounted 
with difficutty and some considerable failures 
cause uneasiness. The failure to reach a settlement 
of the Rosenfield case, at Chicago, troubles creditors. 
Delay in the settlement of the wheat deal at San 
Francisco and the fall of wheat 5 cents per centar in 
a day make some disturbances. The Ives entangle- 
ment, the failure of a stock firm for $15,000,000 and 
the receivership for Mitchell, Vance & Co., do not 
increase confidence. The volume of legitimate 
business is large, but not equally distributed and 
in oe nt branches there is a shrinkage. 
Wheat has been going abroad largely—&,822,340 
bushels in three weeks against 7,321,107 the same 
time last year, but mainly on purchases of one 
or two months ago, and the export demand has been 
so checkel by improved foreign crop reports that 
even only 134 pence for freight to Liverpookfuils to 
produce activity and prices are about where they 
were a week ago. 

The yield im spring wheat states appears to be 
excellent. Rains came too late to save a cons:d>ra- 
ble part of the damaged corn, but Lave nevertheless 
done gri at good, 

Cotton is strengthened by extravagant reports of 
injury to the crop. Oil has risen 25 cents, 
and pork productsa shade, though the market is 
dull. Sugar has been advanced, a foreign corner in 
beet sugar being the cause. Beef is dearer, with no 
change in hogs, The wool trade is hesitating at 
Chicago. Woolis called the “deadest thing alove 
ground.’’ A boom in June on reports of short yield 
caused sales throughout the growing regions, at ad- 
vancing priees, but manufacturers report no profits 
and are chary in their purchases, and prices are 
now two cetits t> three cents telow the June level. 

In the woolen goods trade there is no improve- 
ment, while cotton goods are largely distributed at 
firm prices. The leather market is quiet but rather 
firmer,and boot and shoe manufacturers report 
better orders, with less decrease than was expected 
from the drouth-damaged regions. Imported silks 
are offered at prices unprecedentedly low. Theiron 
business isin an uncertain shape. Competition of 
southern pig is felt and stocks are accumulating 
rapidly, while large importations continue.. Manu- 
factured iron also a -— to accumulate and west- 
ern competition is felt by eastern mills, Another 
small sale of foreign rails is reported and some 
makers are taking thirty-six dollars for winter de- 
livery. The Iron Age reportsthat sales of railway 
iron do not meet expectations, because ‘“‘funds are 
coming in slowly for floating bonds,’’and new orders 
for axles are very scarce, while on some contracts 
already made, delayin deliveries is asked. Uncer- 
tainty in Wall street, and behind that the enormous 
diversien of available capital to other uses affect the 
iron interest quickly. 

Stocks have been weak, with spats of rather rapid 
depression and some realizing by discouraged in- 
vestors. On the other hand,signs of foreign buying 
still are not wanting, though that is not the only 
explanation that can be given. Gold imports, for- 
eign investments in real estate, manufactures and 
mines have been large. But for this-excess of mer- 
chandise imports over exports were $51,827,133 in 


four months ending with July, would probably take | 


gold out of the country. In three weeksin Angust 
New York imports increased 18 per cent, with only 
half of one per cent increase in exports. The treas- 
ury bought $3,138,000 in bonds on Wednesday, but 
in spite of all purehases it now holds $7,300,000 
more gold than August Ist, $100,000 more silver and 
$1,100,000 more legal tenders. Imports and revenue 
are so jarge that even heavy pension payments 
will scarcely clear off the surplus for the month.

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FLYING BOTTLES IN AIR. 


A Playful Game Which May Have a Fatal 
Ending. 

AvaustaA, Ga., August 26.—[Special.]—A 
playful game of chunking soda water bottles 
at Robbin’s broom factory this afternoon will 
result in the death of Will Brooks, a negro 
boy fifteen years of age. He was knocked in 
the head with a bottle thrown by Joseph Sam- 
uels, foreman of the factory. It seems that 
Will playfully threw some water on Samuels, 
who took it good naturedly, but hurled a soda 
water bottle at the boy in turn, when he started 
running. The bottle struck the boyin the 
back of the head and felled him to the ground, 
but in a few moments he arose seemingly all 
right. However, about an hour afterwards it 
affected him, and he became senseless. A 
doctor was called in, Who pronounced it con- 
cussion of the brain, and stated that the boy 
would certainly die. When this fact became 
known Saaseale was arrested, and he is now in 
jail. Samuels is a white man and has a large 
family. He says he was simply playing with 
the boy, and had no idea that the injury would 
prove fatal, cage the bottle was broken 
when it struck the boy’s head. He seems very 
much affected at the critical condition of the 
boy, and his story is generally believed.

Murderess from the 


Gallows. 

CotvmpiA, 8S. C., August 26—[Special ,J— 
Axey Cherry, a little negro girlof but eleven 
years of age, was convicted at the recent term 
of the court in Barnwell county of the murder 
of the infant child of Mr. Robert West, a 
prominent farmer, by filling its mouth with 
concentrated lye. The jury, which found her 
guilty of murder, recommended her to mercy, 
but she was sentenced to be hanged September 
20. Strong onion have been sent Governor 
Richardson for a commutation of sentence, and 
he has been deluged with letters appealing for 
mercy from all over the union. The judge 
who pronounced sentence himself wrote: ‘‘She 
is a little wretch of a villian, but one so young 
onght not to be hanged.’’ Today Governor 
Richardson decided to commute the sentence 
to five years imprisonment in the penitentiary. 
Before receiving any petitions he had set on foot 
investigations of the case, and though the evi- 
dence proved her plainly guilty of the horrible 
crime, and the solicitor stated thatit was a 
clear case of cold-blooded, premeditated mur- 
der, the {governor determined to exercise 
executive clemency for the sole reason of the 
tender years of the offender. Some of the 
many letters begging that mercy be exercised 
were curiosities; the writers] including several 
cranks and two little girls, who said they were 
but one year older than the youthfnl fiend 
whose life they begged. One of these, of 
Oneida, N. Y . naively said she thought “‘ne- 
groes were half-witted anyway and not ac- 
countable.”” The other,éwriting from|Keokuk, 
Iowa, says, ‘even if she had killed my little 
brother, I would not want her to be 
hung. Oh, please don’t have her hung.” 
This case, from the sex and extreme youth of 
the guilty party, has excited more wileamend 
interest than any happening in South Carolina 
for years.

A CLOSE CONTEST. 


The Bicycle Riders Take a Spin 
of Nineteen Miles. 


FROM FAIRBURN TO ATLANTA. 


An Immense Crowd of Spectators on the 
Train — Thousands Witness the Race— 
The Durant Brothers Win the Prizes. 


LL Atlanta saw the bi- 
cycle contest. | 

Yesterday was run 
the first race in history 
nineteen miles long, in 
which the grand stand 
was carried along the 

entire course. In the 
bicycle race from 
Fairburn to Atlanta 
there was not a minute 
in which the riders 
were not in full view of the flying train, 
spurting under uproarious applause. 

The train left Atlanta about five minutes 
after three o’clock. Just before the train 
started it began raining and the weather 
looked threatening. This doubtless deterred 
many persons from going on the trip. The ride 
from Atlanta to Fairburn was uneventful, but 
pleasant. 

The train was run to perfection. With a 
thousand people in open cars, there was not an 
accident. Conductor W. 8. Gorman, who ran 
the Jeff Davis train, was in charge, assisted by 
Mr. Zack Smith. These gentlemen were as- 
siduous in their attentions to the passengers— 
courteous to every inquiry and managed the 
train to perfection. The veteran engineer,Mr. 
E. Brown, was in charge of the engine and ran 
her to the queen’s taste. He kept with the 
runner’s al] the way, slowing with them at 
crossings, but keeping them abreast of his 
train. Occasionally he would get his blood up 
when some particularly fast one rushed by 
him, and would touch his old engine up to 
show what was in her. His fireman, Mr. Hun- 
ter, made less smoke, perhaps, than was ever 
made on a similar trip.. In fact, the whole 
crew deserved and received the thanks of the 
excursionists. 

At precisely four o’clock the train reached 
the pretty little town of Fairburn, and it was 
reeted with the wildest’ enthusiasm by 
inudreds of people who linedthe plat- 
form and the street facing the rail- 
way station. As soon as the long train 
came to a stop most. of the passengers disem- 
barked. Many, however, kept their seats. 
The managers were determined to lose no 
time as they marshalled the riders in line just 
as soon as hey could get their machines from 
the cars. As each contestant came into 
line he would fondle his inanimate steed with 
as much-pride and tenderness as if it had beeh 
a mettlesome race nag. The five racers who 
were handicapped, stood ina group to them- 
selves as the men who were given the advan- 
tage of an earlier start were mounting their 
bicycles and preparing to start. 

THE FIRST STARTER. 

Mr. H. L. Williams straddled his bicycle at 
four and a half minutes after four o’clock. At 
exactly 4:05 he dashed away and moved with 

reat swiftness down the street. For about 
fift y yards it was down grade, then there wasa 
sharp rise in the road. Hegot such momen- 
tum in going down hillthat it was easy to 
mount the up grade. As he moved further 
and further away he appeared to be going 
faster and faster. Soon he was lost to view. 

THE SECOND DASH. 

Mr. Harry R. Durant and Mr. 8. 8. Post 

made a start simultaneously at 4:174 o'clock.

close together,and 
kept side by side 
for a considerable 
distance. Then 
Durant secured 
the lead and nev- 
er once relinquish- 
ed it till the goal 
was gained. Both 
riders were lustily 
cheered as they 
dashed past the 
cars. 

But Durant was 
soon beyond the 
sound of cheers. He did not once look behind. 
Following the apostolic injunction, he forgot 
those things behind and pressed forward to 
those before. After the race he stated that he 
fancied he heard one of the riders close at his 
heels; that he felt as if some of the racers 
were dogging him. This caused him to exer- 
cise his utmost skill, and he did the finest 
work of his life. 


TWO MORE START. 


After a short wait another pair entered the 
road and started on their journey. It was 
precisely 4:2240’cleck when Mr. Henry Gold- 
smith and Mr. Fred Louis rode away amid the 
loud cheering of the crowd. They kept nip 
and tuck for perhaps a hnndred yards, when 
Goldsmith took the lead. His competitor, 
however, soon came up with him. The race 
between them was particularly close and 
spirited. 

THE CHAMPIONS TAKE THE ROAD. 


The five riders who were supposed to be 
considerably better than those who were al- 
lowed the advantage of an earlystart now 
came into line. They were the crack bicyclists 
of this partof the state. Each one had made 
a good record and each one had scores of back- 
ers and well-wishers in the throng of specta-

The ride from East Point to West End was a 
delightful one. The sun had gone down and 
a brisk breeze was blowing, which rendered 
the atmosphere cool and invigorating.

Harry Durant was completely 
overcome with fatigue, and fainted as soon as 
he got out of the saddle. 

SOME NOTES OF THE RACE, ® 

At least 10,000 people witnessed the race. 
The railway bank from Fairburn to West End 
was lined with spectators. : 

It was a gallant race from the start to the 
end. Only one man fell out, and he broke his 
thumb. Every other man came into the finish, 
rolling in hardly a minute apart and several of 
them coming in abreast. Barring Harry Du- 
rant, who had seventeen and a half minutes’ 
start, there was hardly a minute’s difference 
from the first rider to the last. 

Messrs Osborn and Terry, as handicappers, 
and Messrs. Beermann and Ryan, as judges, 
managed the race with fairness and discretion.

NEW YORK STOCKS. 


Stocks as Reported at the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

New Yor«k, August 26.—Thbere was a much better 
feeling exhibited in the stock market this morning 
and better figures were made all along the line, Mis- 
souri Pacific adding to the improvement by a hand- 
some advance. The bears, however, pursued the 
same tactics which have been successful heretofore, 
and insearching for weak spots discovered that 
there was little or no support for stocks, and a 
vigorous onsiaught was made, directed especially 
aguinst the southern and Oregon stocks. Disquiet- 
ing rumors of all kinds were ciretilated, and the 
story that a large operator was in financial difficul- 
ties was very successful in creating an unsettled 
fecling. The asseition that several large houses 
were unloading their specialties was also used with 
considerable eJect. and money rates were bid up to 
eight per cent, When the pressure was removed & 
handsome recovery ensued, though the lowest fig- 
ures showed losses ranging up to 6 per cent, and in 


present decline were established, Oregon Naviga- 
tion, Oregon Transcontinenial, Richmond and 
West Point, Reading and San Francisco preferred, 
were the special objects of attack. The Gould 
stocks, with the exception of Missouri Pacific, were 
heavily rated, while Lackawanna and Louisville 
and Nashville were especially well held. The mar- 
ket was active and strong at the opening, first prices 
showing advances over yesterday's final figures of 
from 14 tol per ceat. Further fractional advances 
were made in the general I’st, while Missouri Pacific 
led off with a gain of 14% per cent. The strength 
soon disappeared, and Richmond and West Point 
took a header, being joined later by Reading and 
the Oregon stocks. After noon, however, the great 
break of the day oceurred, in which Oregon Navi- 
gation, Reading, Saw Erancisco preferred and sev- 
eral others were the leaders. The lowest prices were 
generally reached before 1 p. m., and the market be- 
came more guict and slowly advanced until the 
close, the gains being specially henvy in the coal 
stocks. The market closed quiet and firm, though 
at materially lower figures than last night. The 
total day’s business is 380,900 shares.

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DR. WESTMORELAND’S REPORT. 


The Condition of the Whipped Men De- 
scribed to the Governor. 


Dr. W. F. Westmoreland, the principal phy- 
sician of the penitentiary, made a written re- 

rt to the governor yesterday in regard to the 
condition of the four men at Bingham’s onee, 
who had been so unmercifully and iihuman 
whipped by C. C. Bingham, the superintend- 
ent and whipping boss. 

Dr. Westmoreland’s report was on file in the 
executive oftice, and it is given below in its 
entirety. 

THE PRINCIPAL PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 

ATLANTA, August 26, 1887.—To His Excellency, 
John B. Gordon—Sir: In compliance with your 
grder I visited, on yesterday, 25th ins',, the convict 
camp on the line of the Georgia Midland railroad, 
known as Bingham’s camp, and carefully examined 
the convicts that had been so brutally whipped just 
one week before. Ionly saw four of thesix that 
had been reported to you by the principal keeper 
and assistant of the penitentiary, the other two 1:ss 
severely whipped was with the working squad, six 
or eight miles from the hospital. The four that I 
found in the hospital, ordered there the day before 
by the principal kceper of the penitentiary, were 
Hardy Mob'ey, William Sloughter, Cornelius Fowler 
and Gyorge burney. 

Hardy Mobley I found very severely whipped, not 
obly had the skin been denuded from both buttock 
to the extent of three inches or more in diameter, 
but on one side the contusion or ltraising beneath 
the «kin was very severe as I found yesterday, a 
week after the whipping, the swellingand indur- 

tion the thickness of an inch and a halfor more 
sneath the abraded skin. In addition he had other 
marks of the lash. 

William Slaughter had the same denuded point 
over the buttocks, more extensive perhaps, but did 
mot have the deep contusions or bruisesas in the 
case of Mobley. He, like Mobley, had other points 
of abraded skin, perhaps more numerous than Mob- 
ley. 

The other two, Cornelias Fowler and’George Bur- 

ey, did not have abraisions of the skin from the 

ash to the extent ofthe other two, but sufficiently 
extensive and severe to demonstrate that théy had 
received an unmerciful whipping. Respectfully 
subinitted, W. F. WESTMORELAND, 
Principal Physician to Penitentiary.

Colonel Towers, the principal keeper, and 
Colonel Shubrick, the assistant keeper, who 
made personal examination of the charges at 
the camp in reference to the whipping, also 
made written reports to the governor yester- 
day.

The reports 
were more in detail and more specific, and the 
purpose of their ag 5 submitted wasin order 
hat they might be filed and become a part of 
the record in the case. 
ANOTHER FEATURE OF THE OUTRAGE 

The four convicts who were so inhumanly 
punished received the unmerciful chastise- 

ment last Friday night, and notwithstanding 
the severity of their beating, and nothwith- 
standing the pain and exhaustion that natur- 
ally followed upon such an odtrage, they were 
nevertheless put to work, and were found at 
work when the penitentiary officers visited 
the camp Wednesday evening. The suffering 
of the poor wretches must have been intense, 
es their bruises, contusions and cuts were 
enough to send an ordinary man to bed for 
Some days. 

THE GOVERNOR UNIVERSALLY APPROVED. 

The people generally applaud and commend 
the prompt action of Governor Gordon in act- 
ing unmediately and to the pointin this mat- 
ter, and the general opinion is that he will in- 
vestigate the matter to the end and take all

What Was Done in the Various 
Departments Yesterday. 


FIVE MEN DIVIDE A $100 REWARD, 


The Record of the Day’s Events About the 
State House and the Happenings 
in the City of Particular Note. 


Yesterday was an uneventful day about the 
departments, executive and judicial. The 
state house was devoid of all sensation worthy 
of record, and in court circles the day was un- 
usually dull and uninteresting. As usual, 
however, Governor Gordon had his hands full 
and transacted a large amount of business. 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 

GoveRNOoR Gorpon on yesterday issued 4 
warrant ordering the reward of $100, offered 
for the arrest and delivery of Emmett Farnell 
alias Tobe Cross, to be prorated and paid to 
Osran Shenett, Thomas Graham, Bob Lanier 
and William Legrieve, colored raftsmen 
from Willcox county, who recognized and 
pointed out Tobe Cross to Alonzo Guyton, also 
colored, the marshal of Darien. Each of the 
first named four received $20 and $20 was paid 
Guyton also. Tobe Cross was wanted in Wil- 
cox county for the murder of Tucker Hays, 
and the way in which he came to be ar- 
rested was somewhat accidental. The four 
negroes, whose names are above, were colored 
raftsmen and had just completed floating a lot 
of lumber down to Darien, and were preparing 
to return when they sighted Tobe Cross. Rec- 
ognizing him at once, and knowing he was 
wanted in Wilcox county by the authorities, 
they pointed him out to the colored marshal of 
the town, who made the arrest. Cross has 
been delivered over to the Wilcox county au- 
thorities. 

AN EXECUTIVE ORDER was issued yesterday 
directed to the principal kéeper of the peniten- 
tiary, ordering him to turn over to the sheriff 
of Dodge county, four convicts now confined 
in Camp Gresston in that county. The convicts 
are named Daniel Reeves, William Richard- 
son, Davis Connelly, and Henry Nelson, and 
their a was asked by thesolicitor-gener- 
al of the Oconee judicial circuit at Eastman, 
for the purpose of procuring their testimony 
before the grand jury of Dodge county. The 
sheriff is responsible for the safety of the con- 
victs as long as they are needed for the pur- 
pose asked, and as soon as they are discharged 
from attendance upon the court, he is ordered 
to reconvey them to Camp Gresston, and re- 
deliver them to the authorities there. 


ASSISTANT KEEPER SHUBRICK, in speaking 
of the reported escape of two convicts from the 
brickyard camp several days ago, said yester- 
day that it was a mistake as to both convicts 
escaping from the brickyard. Only one. es- 
caped from there, the second one getting awa 
from the camp on the Hawkinsville road. 
The last named convict is a negro by the name 
of Matthews, and some time ago he made his 
escape from camp, but returned after being 
gone about a day. His reason for returning 
was that the guard was a new hand and he 
did not think it was fair to get away from him 
just then. This was a strange act of consider- 
tion, and the story is given a ludicrous turn 
when the fact is stated that Matthews,a few 
days ago, believing that the verdancy of _the 
guard had had time to wear off, and® that the 
ofticial was no longer entitled to his forbear- 
ance, again made his escape, and since then 
has not been heard from. The chances are 
very good, as they generally are in the cases of 
escaped convicts, that he will be returned be- 
fore long to his prison life. 

GOVERNOR GORDON RECEIVED a small pack- 
age of bills from the general assembly yester- 
day. The bills were carefully read over and 
compared and were placed on his table for 
his approval. He will doubtless affix his sig- 
nature thereto today, if he has not already 
signed them. No bill has been vetoed by the 
governor this session. The governor on yes- 
terday commissioned a number of county 
school commissioners, at the state commis- 
sioner’s suggestion. Several counties in 
various parts of the state were represented in 
the appointment. 

THE LESSEES IN CONTROL of the camp of 
convicts on the Augusta and Chattanooga rail- 
road, formerly managed by Bondurant & op- 
lin have appointed Dr. H. C. Houk, teesmenty 
physician at ‘‘Old Town camp,” to take charge 
as commissiariat and physician. Dr. Houk’s 
appointment has been indorsed by the peniten- 
tiary department, and in this way has he suc- 
cessfully met the charges in regard to his man- 
agement at “Old Town.’”’ Dr. Houk leaves 
tomorrow night for his new work. His ap- 
pointment is construed by his friends as a com- 
plete vindication of the doctor.

PHENTIX InsuRANCE Company, H.C. Stock- 
DELL, GENERAL AGENT, ATLANTA, Ga., August 26, 
1886.—The Atlanta Constitution: Referring to the ar- 
ticle in your issue of the 24th instant regarding the 
Phenix insurance company of Brooklyn, I desire to 
say I have just returned from New York, where I went 


for the purpose of ascertaining the true status of 


affairs. In the first place, we do not admit there is 
any impairment of the capital of the company, and 
at best the report ot the insurance commissioner of 
New York is simply upon his cors'ruction of the law 
as regards certain assest, which we know to be 
worth dollar tor dollar.

The commissioner of 
insurance of the stat: of New York does not say 
these notes are not worth what we claim, but simply 
says that under the wording of the New York state 
law he cannot admit them as assets.

The superintendent 
bases his 1eyuircment for an assessment upon the 
stockholders upon the report mal@to him by two 
examiners who have been ergiged for five months

This examination was made very largely 
rom what is known as ‘Blotters’ and they were 
told at the time that as these books were used asa 
matter of convenience only, we never relied on 
them in order to arrive at our re-insurance reserve. 
We make up these figures from month to month, 
and the company’s figures are taken from the ac- 
count currents rendered by the several agents of 
the company, and as tlLe:e accounts are the papers 
upon which the money is paid, our figures taken 
from them are absolutely correct. 

Like most other insurance companies our losses 
for the first six months of this year have been much 
heavier than forthe same timein any year of the 
company’s existence, and that the examiners 
should have extended their examination to June 
80th (instead of December 3ist last as first contem- 
lated) we are put very much at a disadvantage. 

his, however, will be very readily overcome by 
the ending of the last six months of 1887, as in that 
time our business is nearly two hundred per cent 
better than for the first six months. 

The examiners in their report state that the ex- 
amination does not in the least afiect the company’s 
ability to promptly meet all our losses; and this 
being true there is no reascn why any policyholder 
should feel at all anxious. I have instructions from 
the company to promptly adjust and pay all losses, 
and if such a thing be possible, we shall be more 
prompt in the future than in the past.

The 
strength of this syndicate will be best told inthe 
fact that Mr. Austin Corbin, of New York, is at the 
head of it. 

It is a source of great gratification to the company 
that the people, generally, have not lost confidence 
in our policies. I wastold by the officers, while in 
New York, that not one single instance had occurred 
where a policy had been returned to them for can- 
cellation. This fact isa very important one, when 
it is known that our premium receipts in New York 
for 1886, were $1,077,217. There can be no better ar- 

ument than thisin favor of the companys stand- 
ing. Of course, we may have a little trouble now 
and then with parties who are overly cautious, but 
in all cases where anyone is dissatisfied with our 
policies we will readily pay back the return premium 
at the usual rates and in fact prefer doing so. 

The ‘“‘Phemx” has paid to its stockholders, since 
organization, $2,914,000 in cash divivends, and it 
stands to reason that an institution of this kind can 
well count upon iis stockholders.

SHE HAS FOUND HIM. 


Mrs. P. A. Holley Finds Her Son 
in Roswell. 


MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE SOLVED 


A Boy Leaves Home in  February— 
All Traces of Him Lost“How He Was 
Found by His Mother. 


On the nineteenth day of February last 
Master Willie Holley, ten-year-old son of Mrs. 
P. A. Holley, a-widow residing near the chem- 
ical works, just east of the city, left his home 
to visit an‘uncle near Duluth, on the Air-Line 


road. é 

The boy remained away until yesterday, and 
in his absence there is an interesting story. 

Before the lad went away on the visit he had 
been instructed to return within two. or three 
days, and had given his promise.to.dose. The 
time passed away, but the boy did not come 
back. A day was added, but still the mother 
did not become alarmed, thinking that the 
next day would mark her son’s return. It did 
not, however, and when a third and fourth 
day had been added the lady became alarmed, 
and sent a message tothe uncle at Duluth, 
asking about her son.. In a short time the 
answer came, amd throngh it Mrs. Holley ascer- 
tained that her son had started for his home 
on the day appointed for his return. This in- 
formation created a feeling of uneasiness; and 
with a mind full of all sorts of fears, she 
called ai police headquarters and furnishing 
Chief Connolly with a discription of her boy, 
asked his assistance in finding him. 

The chief opened jcorrespondence with the 
officers of various towns, and giving an accu- 
rate description of the missing boy,§grequested 
that a careful watch*®be kept for him. Time 
passed on, however, and nothing was heard of 
the lad. His disapperance became a mystery, 
and for a time the papers were full of it. Fin- 
ally the matter begahk to be forgotten|by every- 
body except the mother, who alone continued 
the search. Letter after letter was written by 
her to various places, but to none of them she 
received replies, and in the course of time she 
began to think that her san had been murdered 
or had lost his way and died in the woods of 
starvation. A faint hope remained, and rr d 
by thatthe lady continued the search, and 
finally her labors were crowned with success. 

A few days ago Mrs. Holley ascertained that 
a boy, answering to the description.of her son, 
was near Roswell junction, on the Air-Line. 
The lady had found so many boys answering 
the description, none of’whom washer son, 
that she was.slow in testing the matter, fear- 
ing that she would be again disappointed. 
Hoping that the right one had been found at 
last, she decided to investigate, and induced a 
friend to visit Roswell. ar the junction, on 
a farm of Marion Donehoo’s, the widow's 
friend found the boy. He answered the de- 
scription, but, for some reason, the gentleman 
was unable to bring the boy back, to the city, 
and day before yesterday morning returned 
alone. To Mrs. Holley the gentleman stated 
that the boy had said that he was her son, and 
that he had been kidnapped by Donehoo when 
he was on his way home. Donehoo, 
the gentleman said‘had, declined to surrender 
the boy saying that he was under bond to him. 
Aiter hearing the story Mrs. Holley called at 
police headquarters, and repeating everything, 
again aska for assistance. The chief oi police 
gave her a letter tothe marshal at [oswell, 
and day before yesterday she,went up tlic road. 
Yesterday morning she returned to the city 
bringing with her the long lost boy. Soon 
after reaching the city she called at police 
headquarters with the boy tothank Chief 
Connolly for his assistance, and at the same 
time told an interesting story. 

‘When Willie wason his way home,’’ she 
said, ‘‘this man Donehoo met him in a wagon, 
and by force, took him home with him. There 
he put him to hard work. See how sun-burn- 
ed he is, and see how hard his hands are,”’ said 
the lady, pointing to the boy. 

‘Willie wanted tocome home,”’ she contin- 
ned, “but the man would not let him. Neither 
would he let the gentleman bring him away 
day before yesterday. When I got up there 
yesterday he denied that Willie was my son 
and did not want to give him up. ‘The people 
up there heard my story and began gathering 
until a great many were in the crowd. Then 
thev decided that the matter should be put to 
the test. A boy about his size was brought to 
me, but he wasn’t Willie. Then another and 
another. Next came Willie. Of course we knew 
each other at sight and in a second were in 
each other’s arms. He was my child and that 
proved it, and I brought him home and he was 
awful glad to get away from that man. The 
crowd was angry with Donchoo and every one 
sided with me. “The child was badly treated.’’ 

Mrs. Holley’s story makes the boy’s story in- 
teresting, and she has announced her determi- 
nation to sue and proseente Donehoo. 

But there appears to be another side to the 
story and it comes from THE ConstiruTion’s 
correspondent at Roswell. It places another 
construction upon the ease: : 

Roswen. JuxcTrion, Ga., August 26.—[Special.}— 
Quite an affecting scene was witnessed at this place 
yesterdayafternoon by the meeting of a mother and 
son. Theboyin questionis aboutten years old, 
and made his appearance at this place last Feb- 
uary,claiming to have hailed from Louisiana, saying 
that both of his parents were dead, and was in 
search of relatives. His statement was readily ac- 
cepted as the truth, and met with good friends who 
took him in and treated him as their own child, aud 
became very much atiached to him. 

Mrs. Holley, the mother, has been almost heart- 
broken since his désappearance, had dispaired of 
ever seeing her darlingand only boy azain. acd 
advert sing extensively through the papers, rd 
nothing of him until day befoie yesierday. A gen- 
tleman from Atlanta and.a ueighbor heard of him 
and called to identify the lad, but he positively re- 
fused to recognize the man, asserting emphatically 
that bis parents were dead. His friend believed 
him, and refused to give him up until his 
mother came. He met her with the seme resistance. 

he poor mother, on seeing her child, cingped him 
to her bosom, almost overcome with joy. The little 
raseal actually denied and fought to be released, 
but. the proof was too plain, and after iemonatrating 
for some time, he owned. up and consented to ac- 
company his mother to Atlanta.
